This would 
require the content to be wrapped because if the coins were loose the casks could not be closed. | do not know 
how a cask or barrel could be filled with the bottom in horizontal position. Were the hoops nailed in place or just 
hammered into position? If you do not know the answers to my inquires would you be kind enough to ask one of 
your specialists. 

The problem might be different for a barrel for a liquid as a bung could be used for filling, emptying and reusing.

Iam looking into the methods of packing coin in cask by way of the Cooper's 
Guild of London of which I have the honour to be associated; their records date back to 1201 
and as such I believe they may well hold the information that you, and now I seek. 


In the interim I humbly offer the following...Casks packed for shipping coin would need to be 
stout and well made to resemble a cask for shipping liquids. The back head would already be 
in place, the top head out and the chime hoop (top hoop) off. The cask would be packed 
tightly to avoid any space inside. Thus achieved the top head would be placed in and the 
chime hoop driven on. 

If the cask was not tightly packed it would be extremely difficult to move. Imagine if you will 
a cask only partly filled thereby allowing the contents to move independently inside the cask.

| am most appreciative of you preliminary explanation of the loading of a cask with coins. | realize that packing 
must be tight and the coins had to be wrapped or else the cask would not close with loose metal objects in it. How 
Close are the staves before the final hoop is put on? How deep is the slot in the staves in which the top is fitted? It 
seems very difficult to pull the staves together with metal content in a cask because they would tend to spread 
even if they were wrapped in cloth. Would they have been in wood boxes or small solid containers? How would 
they pack nails or other metal objects in casks? Would there be a filler of some sort to prevent movement? 

Did they nail the hoops in place or how did they prevents slippage of the hoops when the casks were rolled up 
and down planks or rocked at sea? Did the Diderot and Dalembre Encyclopedia or some explanatory book have 
an illustrated portion on 18th century cooperage?
